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Residents reflect, question future 
of Seal Beach after salon shooting 


Mourning, 
appreciation were 
discussed at a town 
hall meeting last 
Thursday.

The Seal Beach community sought 
peace after tragedy at a town hall 
meeting last Thursday when residents 
expressed their feelings regarding the 
shooting at a local hair salon. 

Residents thanked police and fire- 


fighters and asked questions about the 
upcoming court trial resulting from the 
shooting that left eight people dead and 
one injured on Oct. 12. 

The shooting is being referred to as 
the worst act of violence in the town’s 
history. 

“T think it affects the community 
pretty deeply because we are such a 
small community,” said Mark Persico, 
director of development services for 
the Seal Beach Chamber of Commerce. 
“This tragedy was like two degrees of 
separation, you either knew somebody 
individually, or knew somebody who 
knew somebody that was affected by 
the tragedy.” 

Heather Williams, program director 
and crisis response team coordinator 
for the designated victim service or- 


ganization for Orange County, spoke 
at the meeting about trauma and how 
it can affect people in different ways. 

Williams described a traumatic 
event as a “rock being thrown into a 
pond,” causing a ripple effect. 

“With every ripple that takes place, 
that represents you as a community,” 
she said. “Trauma is very interesting 
because our brains can’t always pro- 
cess what’s happened, and I can imag- 
ine that most of you in here after this 
incident took place felt shock, sadness, 
grief, fear. These are all very normal 
reactions.” 

In addition to helping the town cope 
with the tragedy, speakers of the coun- 
cil also-helped the residents understand 
some of the specific legal elements of 
this particular case, such as the like-

I-405 closes 
tonight 
from I-605 to 
Seal Beach

The 1-405 freeway will close 
tonight at 11 p.m. and will re-open 
tomorrow at 5 a.m. as part of a 
year-long reconstruction project. 

According to the Orange County 
Transportation Authority, crews 
plan to completely shut down part 
of the southbound I-405 freeway 
between the 1-605 interchange to 
Seal Beach Boulevard: 

Anyone leaving campus and 
heading ‘southbound on the 1-405 
after 11-p.m. will have to detour 
through surface streets to reach the 
freeway. : 

Those wanting to reach the free- 
way from campus can head south 
on Studebaker Road and then go 
east on Westminster Boulevard 
and continue to the I-405 ramp.

nor, which focuses on educating stu- 
dents on the variety of sexualities. 
The minor already exists in several 
Cal State University campuses like 
Northridge, San Diego and Fullerton. 
Jennifer Reed, a professor in the 
“department of women’s, gender and 


sexuality studies (WGSS) at CSULB, 


‘was responsible for constructing a pro- 


posal to present to the College of Lib- 
eral Arts. 

“Tt has taken over a year to get to 
this point, just because pulling a pro- 
posal together and classes require a lot 
of documentation,” Reed said. 

Reed has presented the proposal to 
the College of Liberal Arts and the 
committee will review the proposal 
and vote on Tuesday. 


According to’ Reed, the purpose 
of the minor is to help educate stu- 
dents on sexuality and the variety of 
sexualities. 

“It’s not to say anything bad about 
heterosexuality, but it is to say that het- 
erosexuality is this social thing, this 
social construction, and should be seen 
in that way instead of a natural thing,” 
Reed said. 

The WGSS will offer an introduc- 
tory class to queer studies next spring 


and already offers a course titled 
“Queering Gender,” which is a require- 
ment for the minor in Reed’s proposal. 

Other elective courses outlined in 
the proposal are offered through the 
WGSS, history, criminal justice, Chi- 
cano-Latino studies, Asian-American 
studies and geography departments,

Protesters must 
vacate Lincoln Park 
every night at 10 p.m.

Occupy Long Beach protesters re- 
main at Lincoln Park, moving each 
night to the adjacent sidewalk as they 
have done for the past several weeks, 
protesting the financial and govern- 
ment systems they believe create an 


inequality of wealth and opportunity. | 


In nearby Irvine, Occupy protesters 
have gained special permission from 
the city council to continue to camp in

a large group outside of city hall. 

“T don’t understand a lot of what your 
message is,” Irvine Councilman Jeffrey 
Lalloway said on Oct. 25 to protesters. 
“But, by all means, if you want to sleep 
on our lawn, sleep on our lawn.” 

In contrast, Occupy Long Beach 
protesters have been forced to stay on 
the sidewalk every night after 10 p.m. 
— Lincoln Park’s closing time. 

Near the start of the Occupy Long 
Beach protests at Lincoln Park, the 
city of Long Beach installed several 
diesel-powered floodlights to illumi- 
nate the park for safety reasons. Pro- 
testers said the sound and smell of the 
lights was a psychological warfare 
tactic, aiming to deprive them of sleep. 

“If you make it harder for someone 
to sleep, they are eventually easier to 
control, or may eventually blow up in

The latest freeway closure is only 
one part of the year-long northbound 
I-405/west SR-22/Seventh Street con- 


anger, justifying a response that will 
attain the goal of emptying the park,” 
Occupy supporter Ian Souter said on 
the group’s official Facebook page. 

Last week, the city replaced the 
diesel-powered lights with solar-pow- 
ered lights that are borrowed tempo- 
rarily from the Long Beach Airport. 
The size of the protest group has been 
rapidly fading as time passes. 

“Of nearly 5,000 members, we had 
no one show up for today’s teach-in in 
front of Wells Fargo,” organizers said. 
“A virtual online presence does not 
constitute participating in democracy.” 

The group of active protesters in the 
park has dwindled from nearly 300 at 
the start to less than 30 now, including 
several homeless people who had been 
sleeping in the park before the protest- 
ers moved in.

Reed has been working closely with 
the LGBTQ Task Force and Curriculum 


~ Committee. She said several colleagues 


have approached her about developing 
more classes in the future. 

Associate Dean for the College of 
Liberal Arts Mark Wiley said CSULB 
President F. King Alexander will have 
the last say.

“If President Alexander approves -, 


this program, it widens the. range of 
students that might not completely 
identify with the WGSS major itself,’ 
said Joanna Sanchez, senior WGSS and 
English double major. “It also allows 
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for queer studies, an emerging field, to 
be explored by undergraduate students 
who might become inspired to further 
pursue it in.graduate school.” 

Cal State Fullerton launched its 
queer studies minor this fall semester. 
Associate professor Karyl Ketchum, 
who co-proposed the minor, said the 
hardest part of the process was helping 
people understand the name. 

“People complained about the 
name,” she said. “I ended up writing, 
at the request of our Curriculum Com- 
mittee, an addendum to the proposal, 
and that addendum explained the term 
queer studies.” ee 

Although it is uncertain if the minor 
will be approved at CSULB, Natalie 
Rivera, a senior WGSS and German 
double major, said a queer studies mi- 
nor would be essential. : 

“Such a study in a university setting 
is very important to have so that people 
can learn about a discourse that is often 
ignored and very much a part of our so- 
ciety,” Rivera said. 
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was great and we would be watching 
the news and saying, ‘You’re being 
bombed! Everything is not great,” she 
said. 

The phone calls ranged from total 
denial to openly expressing joy about 
seeing the liberation of the most popu- 
lated cities like Tripoli and Benghazi. 

“We could watch the revolution 
taking place through my family,’ Mo- 
hamed said. 

However, the most stressful time for 
her started in February. : 

“Tt’s been eight months of just hell 
and a lot of sacrifice and stress at work,” 
Mohamed said. 

Two of Mohamed’s cousins died 
fighting against Moammar Gadhafi 
forces. 

Mohamed said many families lost 
sons, brothers and nephews. 

“If somebody is going to die, as far 
as my family is concerned, it is an hon- 
orable thing to die standing up for your 
country and fighting for justice,” she 
said. 

Libyans overthrew a dictatorship 
more than four decades old that had an 
impact on many, like Mohamed’s fa- 
ther, who was exiled from the country 
in 1975 because he spoke out against 
the Gadhafi regime. 

In a video posted by Al-Jazeera, the 
world witnessed Gadhafi’s death in the 


hands of rebels. 

“T am torn with the manner in which 
he died,” Mohamed said. “Do I agree 
that he should have been killed? Yes. 
When? Not now. But, absolutely, he 
should’ve been given the death sen- 
tence.” 

CSULB political science professor 
Nathan Gonzalez disagrees, explaining 
that Gadhafi’s death also kills his sup- 
porters. 

“The fact that he died created a cer- 
tain level of closure, whereas, if he 
would’ve been alive, he would’ have 
used his captivity as a platform to con- 
tinue to rally supporters,” Gonzalez 
said. 3 

Libya has a lot going for it, according 
to Gonzalez. It has wealth and weaker 
tribal division in comparison to the 
ones seen in countries like Iraq, but the 
future of Libya remains foggy. 

“The neighboring countries have 
to be concerned about the stability in 
Libya and not having another civil war 
break out that might result in refugees,” 
he said. 

Many Libyans, like Mohamed and 
her father, will now be able to visit the 
country that they call home, but that 
place might be completely different 
from what it once was. 

“You don’t know what is going to 
happen if you overthrow a four-decade- 
old dictatorship in a relatively new 
country,” Gonzalez said. “You don’t 
have a history of those institutions.”

Kevin Smith talks ‘Red State’ film

As it turns out, Silent Bob is not 
completely silent. Filmmaker Kevin 
Smith, director of “Clerks,” “Chasing 
Amy” and his latest film, “Red State” 
really likes to talk. 

“Filmmaking isn’t my forte — talk- 
ing is my forte” Smith said at his re- 
cent screening and Q&A at the Long 
Beach Art Theater. Smith’s love of 
spoken-word shows in his weekly 
Smodcast radio show and the expert- 
ly-written dialogue in his many films. 

His most recent work, “Red State,” 
is like nothing he has ever done. Fans 
of his previous films, starring the cult 
icons “Jay and Silent Bob,” will be 
surprised to find that this is a blood- 
drenched thriller with twists and turns 
along the way. 

“I got tired of making ‘Kevin 
Smith’ movies,” Smith said. “I like to 
think this is a Quentin Tarantino flick 
through the eyes of the Coen broth- 
ers with a bit of Kevin Smith mixed 
in. Sometimes the normal three-act 
structure gets boring.” 

“Red State” is about a group of high 
school kids who respond to a dirty 
craigslist ad and end up being kid- 
napped by a family of Christian ex- 

; tremists led by Abin Cooper (Michael 
Parks). Parks steals every scene he’s in 
as Cooper, including a 20-minute ser- 
mon scene in the middle of the film. 


In most‘movies, a 20-minute sermon 
would.-be. unbearable to sit though, 
but the combination of Parks’ sinister 
delivery and .Smith’s skillful writing 
make it one of the most chilling scenes 
in the film. 

John Goodman is excellent as usual 
as agent Joseph Keenan. When one of 
the town sheriffs makes a horrible mis- 


- take, Keenan is given some disturbing 
The film . 


orders from his superiors. 
makes many comparisons between the 
groups representing the law and the 
church itself, and the viewer is left to 
decide which one of them is worse. 

Smith takes the film in interesting 
directions, leaving the viewer unable 
to guess what is going to happen next. 
Characters drop like flies, perspec- 
tives constantly change, and the over- 
all tone of the film is never constant. 
This serves the film well, and makes it 
stand out amongst the traditional hor- 
ror fare. 

“There is something out there that 
I would like to do that doesn’t exist,” 
Smith said. “It’s very rare to get to do 
that in this life. It’s even more rare to 
get to do it twice.” 

It’s not often that a director is 
so open and accessible to his fans. 
Whether it’s through Twitter, his 
Q&As or his podcast, Smith is always 
finding new ways to speak to his au- 
dience and respond to their questions 
and criticisms. Whether you enjoyed 
his previous films or not, “Red State” 
is still worth seeing to witness a direc- 
tor going outside his comfort zone and 
doing something completely different.

Link strikes twice, hits 
game-winner as LBSU . 
clinches No. 2 seed 


Women’s soccer 
earns home game in 
Big West Conference 
Tournament with win 
over Pacific.

What a world of difference a week 
makes for the Long Beach State wom- 
en’s soccer team. 

Just seven days removed from sitting 
in fourth place in the conference stand- 
ings, the 49ers secured themselves a 
No. 2 seed and home-field advantage in 
the first round of the Big West Tourna- 
ment. 

In a match that produced six .goals 
— five in the final 26 minutes — LBSU 
star forward Nadia Link struck twice 
and scored the game-winning goal in a 
thrilling 4-2 victory over the University 
of the Pacific on Senior Day Sunday at 
George Allen Field. 

“Tt feels great,’ LBSU head coach 
Mauricio Ingrassia said of clinching the 


No. 2 seed in the Big West. “We set out 


to do this three games ago and slowly 
but surely we’re accomplishing each 
and every one of our goals, and now it’s 
playoff time.” 

The 49ers (13-5-1, 6-2-1 Big West 
18 points), who. have appeared in the 


four-team conference tournament in 
six of the last seven years, will host No. 
3-seeded Cal State Northridge (6-9-2, 
4-3-1 Big West 13 points) at George Al- 
len Field on Thursday at 2.p.m. 

The only meeting between the two 
teams this season resulted in a dispar- 
aging 1-0-.loss for the 49ers, who sur- 
rendered the match’s only goal in the 
final minute. 

“We definitely want to show [North- 
ridge] how we really can play,” Link 
said. “We had a lot of opportunities 
against them that we didn’t capitalize 
on, so we want to focus on that and giv- 
ing it to them as payback.” 

Meanwhile, UC Irvine (15-3-2, 6-1- 
1 Big West 19 points), which clinched 
its second straight Big West regular- 
season title, will face No. 4 UC Davis 
(11-6-1, 4-3-1-Big West 13 points) at 
Anteater Stadium on Thursday. 

Tied at 2, sophomore midfielder 
Kelsey Wilson delivered a cross. that 
found an unmarked Link in front of 
the goal. From there, Link was able 
place the ball through the net in the 
73rd minute with a header for her Big 
West-leading 14th goal of the season. It 
also marked Link’s second tally of the 
match. 

Link wasn’t done just yet, though. 
Thirty-nine seconds later, the junior 
forward helped put the game out of 
reach as her cross found an open Jazz 
Strozier right in front of the goal line. 
Strozier then tapped the ball past the 
reach of Pacific goalkeeper Tashia

Long before crossing the limit line. 
Link put The Beach on board with 
one of the most impressive goals of 
her collegiate career. After retrieving 
Strozier’s cross, Link made a Pacific 
defender lose her own footing without 
even making contact with her. The ju- 


- nior forward shook off the defender 


with a juke before sidestepping to de- 
liver a rocket from the top-right corner 
of the box. 

“TLink] has scored 14 goals this sea- 
son and that’s the most anyone in the 
program has scored since I’ve been 
here,” Ingrassia said. “[Annette Fernan- 
dez] had 16 goals one year [1984], but 
I’m not sure what division, what confer- 


ence, or how competitive that was. I re- 
spect it, but in this day in age, it’s very 
difficult with soccer having come so far 
and Nadia scoring as many as she has.” 

The ’Niners’ lead held up through the 
remainder of the period, but it wouldn’t 
last in the second half. 

The two teams went on an offensive 
frenzy after the break, combining for 
five second-half goals. The Tigers tied 
it up in the 64th minute, but not before 
a visibly frustrated Ingrassia shouted at 
his players to get into their proper po- 
sitions during a free kick that cost the 
49ers the goal. Pacific’s Brittni Beeman 
sent the kick to Liz Higashino, who was 


- able to get a clear shot from about six 


yards out after the "Niners lost sight of 
her in the confusion. 

LBSU responded just over four min- 
utes later, though, as senior defender - 
Nicole Hubbard notched her eighth goal 
of the year. Wilson’s corner kick sailed 
across the box to Hubbard, who headed 
the ball to the near post to give LBSU 
a 2-1 edge. : 

The Tigers wouldn’t go down quietly 
as they came back to even the score at 
2-2 in the 73rd minute. 

“T wanna give Pacific credit,” Ingras- 
sia said. “Their seniors did a fantastic 
job of not wanting to go down, and for 
them to come back twice, is tremen- 
dous on their part as well.”
